Reasons for allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 
1-12 are allowable over the arts of record. This is because the arts of record do 
not disclose the invention as recited in claim 1, including: the steps of generating 
a final reliability vector associated with a final code word such that each bit of the 
final code word of bits has a corresponding reliability value in the final reliability 
vector, the final reliability vector generated by: 

Determining the corresponding reliability value for one or more bit 
positions of the final code word of bits in accordance with a difference of distance 
metrics; and 

Approximating the corresponding reliability value for one or more bit 
positions of the final code word of bits in accordance with a numerical 
approximation.
